NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


Contract Awarded to J. H. Mendell Co. of Manchester, 
N. H. Report of Committee With Description and 
Plans of Building. Work to Start at Once. 


After three years of planning, Andover will at last have a new High Schocl, 
the general contract having been signed Wednesday and awarded to the J. H. 
Mendell Engineering and Construction Company of Manchester, N. H. The 
Ventilating and Heating contract was awarded to Bride, Grimes & Co. of Law- 
rence, while Wright, Stafford & Son of Lawrence were successful in their bid for 
the boiler contract. Work will be started at once and the new building ready 
for occupancy at the beginning of the School year in September, 1917. 

The first definite movement for a new High School was made by the school 
committee in 1912 and in the fall of 1913 a special committee consisting of Henry A. 
Bodwell, Frederic G. Moore, John C. Angus, Thomas E. Rhodes and Dr. E, C. 
Conroy made a careful investigation and had preliminary sketches made by Mr 
Le Boutillier. At the town meeting in 1914, $500 were appropriated to secur- 
plans for a new High School and the same committee with Alfred E. Stearns in 
place of Dr. Conroy presented three sets of plans in 1915 at the March meeting, 
and asked for an appropriation of $100,000. The town voted to delay the matter 
a year in order to utilize if possible the old Punchard, and at the last town meeting

NEW BUSINESS BLOCK 


Buchan & McNally to Erect Modern Structure on Park 
Street. Will Consist of Stores on Ground Floor 
and Lodge Rooms on Second Floor. 


A new business block is to be erected on Park street by Buchan & McNally, 
the well-known plumbing firm, D. J. Costello of North Andover, who was awarded 
the contract, will begin the construction about September Ist, and it is expected 
that the building will be ready for occupancy by the first of the year. The block 
will extend from Buxton’s machine shop toward Morrissey’s stable, and is to be 
80 feet long and 50 feet deep. Buchan & McNally purchased this property some- 
time ago from Frank E. Gleason and are now moving the buildings occupying 
the lot at the present time. 

The block is to be a two-story brick building of Dennison tile and brick facing; 
Fish Lot brick being used in front and fire struck brick on the sides and back. 
Prism glass will be used in front in order to throw the light into the store, and ripple 
glass will be used throughout the rest of the building. There will be two small 
stores and two large ones on the ground floor, one of which the firm will oceupy 
for their business; and the second-story will probably be used for lodge rooms. 
There is to be a Dennison tile partition through the center of the building, reaching 
from cellar to roof, and the stores are divided by wire-lathed partitions with

the building of the new school was 
authorized and a committee appointed 
by the moderator. One member, John 
Alden, died and Principal Hamblin of 
Punchard was appointed in his place. 


Their report follows :— 


Report of Committee 


At the time of awarding the contracts 
for the work assigned it by the town, 
the Committee on New High School 
Building deems it desirable to make 
an informal report of its progress to 
the citizens of Andover. The descrip- 
tion of the building should be supple- 
mented by reference to the floor plans 
shown in the cuts. 

In view of an expected membership 
of 250 pupils the coming year, it seemed 
wise to. plan for approximately 400 
pupils and to provide for possible en- 
largement in the future to take care of 
100 more, should it prove necessary. 

Before any details were decided upon, 
a special report from the State Board 
of Education on the needs of a modern 
high school was obtained and two 
conferences with members of that 
Board whose specialty is high school 
planning were held. Visits were made 
to the newer high school buildings in 
Eastern Massachusetts some of which 
were in process of construction. These 
preliminary studies led to the adoption 
of the following general policies :— ; 


(1). To provide a building which 
should be an efficient educational 
work-shop without frills or space that 
could not be utilized. 

(2). 
rangement 
educational 
cared for. 

(3). To give it an exterior of dig- 
nified simplicity in keeping with the 
traditions of the town. 


To make it flexible in its ar- 
of rooms so that future 
developments could be 


(4). To reduce the fire-risk to a 
minimum. 
(5). To utilize to the best advantage 


the present Punchard Building. 


(6). To consider the probable use 
of the plant for other community 
interests. 


To meet these aims it was planned 
to continue the use of Punchard Hall 
as the assembly hall of the school and 
to make no changes in the old building 
which would prevent its further devel- 
opment as a part of the school plant. 
The committee believes that the first 
floor and the basement should be made 
into a gymnasium with baths and 


droooing roomo, tho cacterm wing o 
manual training shop, and that the 
two buildings should be connected by 
a passageway. 

In planning the changes in the 
central heating plant as authorized 
by the town it was found that as the 
proposed new building was a fourth 
larger than that of the plans of 1914, 
it would be necessary to provide two 
extra boilers instead of one and to put 
in a larger steam pipe from the central 
plant. This of course increased the 
cost and decreased the balance for 
general construction. 


The increased cost of building over 
that of two years ago presented a 
serious problem. Careful study brought 
out these facts:— 


(1). The present Punchard building 
must be radically changed to meet 
the State requirements, unless better 
facilities for the high school are to be 
provided at once.

To meet the increase in costs and 
keep the construction within the ap- 
propriation, the use of those materials — 
particularly metals — which have most 
appreciated in value has been reduced 
to a minimum and some desirable but 
not vital features of construction and 
equipment have been cut out. 

This course will give the town a 
well equipped, modern high — school 
building at the earliest possible time, 
about a year hence. The money thus 
spent brings immediate results in a 
complete, self-contained plant. As soon 
as the Town is ready to make the 
changes advised in the old building 
the additional facilities planned will 
be available and the new and old build- 
ings will form a homogeneous unit. It 
is the hope of the committee that the 
Town will appropriate the money for 
this purpose at the next town meeting. 

The committee engaged the ser- 
vices of Fisher, Ripley and Le Boutillier 
as architects and of French and Hub- 
bard as engineers of the heatingYand 
ventilating. Contract bids were ob- 
tained and their closeness was a tribute 
to the completeness of the specifica- 
tions. August 16th the general contract 
was awarded to J. H. Mendell Engin- 
eering and Construction Co., Manches- 
ter, N. H., the lowest bidder; the

Building Committee. 


The new High School Building to be 
built in front of the present Punchard 
School is of simple Colonial design in 
harmony with the best of the old work 
with which the Town is already well en- 
dowed. 

Careful study has been given to the 
proportions of the openings and the 
grouping of the simple surfaces. The 
walls above the basement are ‘of red 
brick, and the basement to the first 
floor level of concrete. The main en- 
trance doorway and’ the main cornice 
are of stone. 

Its dimensions are 167 ft. 4 in. front 
and 66 ft. 8 in. in depth at the ends 
where the wings project six feet in front 
of the main building. The distance 
from the street to the main entrance is 
125 ft. and the distance between the 
new building and the Punchard School 
is 35 feet. 

There are to be two stories and a 
high light basement. All of the walls 
and partitions in the basement, and the 
corridor walls and bearing partitions in 
the first and second stories are of mason- 
ry, brick being also used for all heat and 
vent ducts. The only wood to be used 
in the construction is in the floors, roof 
and minor partitions between class 
rooms. All plaster is to be applied 
either directly to the masonry walls or 
on metal lath, no wood laths are to be 
used anywhere in the building. In 
planning the building every effort has 
been made to reduce the fire risk to a 
minimum. The stairs are of steel and 
concrete construction surrounded by 
masonry walls with wire glass smoke 
doors separating them from the corri- 


dors. In the co:idors of each story are 
tuo lines of fre hose attached to stand 


pipes ready for instant use. 

The basement: contains coat and 
toiletcrooms for boys and girls, storage 
rooms for the Superintendent of Schools, 
a Domestic Science room, and a Lunch 
room. ° 

Provision has been made for the future 
installation of showers and dressing 
rooms and additional toilet facilities 
when required to meet the demands of 
future growth. 

The first story contains offices for the 
Superintendent of schools, School Com- 
mittee, Principal and Teachers, a large 
Study hall, Library, four class rooms, 
and two recitation rooms. 


DESCRIPTION OF BUILDING 


The second floor contains a Lecture 
Room, Chemical and Physical Labora- 
tories, and Preparation rooms, a large 
Study Hall, Commercial room and 
Typewriting room and three large class 
rooms. 

The Lecture room, located over the 
main entrance, is of extra height and in 
addition to a large window, is lighted 
by a skylight, and is equipped with 
sliding blackboards, raised seats and an 
electrical connection for stereopticon 
lantern, the windows. being especially 
designed so that they may be darkened 
for this purpose. 

Rest rooms are provided for men and 
women teachers and besides the toilets 
in the basement, emergency toilets are 
provided in the two upper stories. 

The class rooms throughout the buil- 
ding are of the regulation sizes for 
the seating of thirty, thirty-five, and 
in study halls fifty-six pupils; all these 
class rooms are well lighted by windows 
on one side. 

Ample blackboards and cork tack 
boards have been provided in the class 
rooms, recitation rooms and_ study 
halls. 


All of the rooms and corridors have a 
dado of burlap. The inside finish of the 
building is of Hardwood stained, and 
the floors are of Maple. 

The plumbing is of first-class in 
every respect, all of the fittings being 
slate, porcelain and enameled iron. 
Provision has been made for two drink- 
ing fountains on each floor. 

The contract calls for a complete 
system of electric lights, clocks, program 
bells, intercommunicating telephones 
and a fire alarm system. 


Heating and Ventilating for High 
School Group 


Proper provision for the heating and 
ventilating of the new high school 
building involved a study of the central 
heating plant which now supplies the 
John Dove, the John Dove Annex, the 
Stowe and the Punchard Schools. 

The present heating plant which is 
located in the basement of the John 
Dove Annex is of the low pressure 
gravity type. The boilers have been 
made to serve the above schools, but the 
load on them has been such that they 
have been forced to supply the demand 
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in extreme weather so that there was 


by the entire committee: its | no reserve which could be utilized for 


the new building. 

After considerable study it was 
decided to increase this plant by two 
more boilers of the same size as the 
preserit ones, carrying a new main 
across the yard to the Punchard School 
which would supply both the Punchard 
and the new building. The return 
from these two buildings will come back 
through the old underground main 
to the boilers by gravity, that is, with- 
out the use of pumps. On account of 
its being necessary to drop the steam 
main below the water line in the boiler 
in order to get across to the other 
buildings underground, it becomes nec- 
essary to drip these mains to a receiving 
tank. From this tank the water is to 
be returned to the boilers by means 
of an electric pump controlled automa- 
tically by a float in the receiving tank. 

In the past the drips from these 
low boilers have been allowed to run 
to waste. This will be discontinued 
when the new electric pump is in oper- 
ation and the water returned to the 
boilers. This arrangement of circulat- 
ing the low pressure steam by gravity 
to various buildings is not a new one. 
There are several larger installations 
on this same plan in Boston. 


HEATING.AND VENTILATING IN 
THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING 

Two schemes of heating and ventil- 


ating this building were carefully con- 
sidered;— First, that of a plenum fan 


McDO 
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system with direct radiators in the 
rooms. Second, an indirect gravity 
system with hand mixing dampers 
similar to what is installed in the other 
buildings of this group. 

On account of the necessity of econ. 
omy in construction, the second method 
has been adopted, so that each school 
room now is provided with direct 
radiation, sufficient to practically heat 
the room in all ordinary weather 
although not enough to do it by’ itself 
in cold weather, The indirect: stacks 
will warm fresh air which will be brought 
into tbe rooms about eight feet above 
the floor, in sufficiently large quantities 
to meet the State requirements of 
30 cu. ft. per occupant per minute. 

The temperature of incoming gir 
will be controlled by hand mixing 
dampers which will be under the con. 
trol of the teachers. This is an old and 
well tried method. While it is not as 
satisfactory as‘automatic temperature 
control, in that it requires a certain 
amount of attention from the teacher 
it has nevertheless been found to be 
generally satisfactory. 

The foul air from each school room 
is to be removed through vent openings 
located sat the floor and asperating 
coils located in each vent shaft, 

The vent flues are of brick and rise 
vertically out through the roof jn 
groups. Toilet ventilation will be 
accomplished by the same method, 

When completed it is expected that 
the building will be adequately heated 
and the air for ventilation will be 
found to be ample for all necessary 
requirements. :

This fifth of the pop- 
lation comprises Spaniards, both des- 
cendants of the colonial dispossessors 
and more recent comers, together with 
Americans, Englishmen, German, 
French and representatives of almost: 
all the other nations of Europe. Nor 
are Japanese wanting. 

A little less than two-fifths of the 
Mexicans are Indians. These are di- 
vided into sixteen tribes and races, 
differing from one another more than 
the early redmen of our own prairies and 
forests.

Red Cross Preparedness 


It is exceedingly gratifying to the 
American Red Cross to be able to an- 
nounce to the public and its members: 

That during the six months ending 
July 31, 1916, its membership has in- 
creased from about 27,000—which re- 
presented the growth of the society 
during ten years following its reorgan- 
ization in 1905—to about 210,000. 
An increase of nearly 800% in its mem- 


bership in the last six months. 


That in this same time the number of 
Red Cross Chapters organized through- 
out the country has increased from 110 
to 199. 

That while up to six months ago pract- 
ically nothing had been done towards or- 
ganized Red Cross preparedness for fur- 
nishing volunteer aid to the sick and 
wounded of our Army and Navy in 
time of war, during the last six months 
the personnel required for 25 base 
hospitals of 500 beds each for the Army 
have been selected- and enrolled from 
among the staff of 25 of the largest and 
best hospitals of the country; that 
several Naval base hospitals which are 
about half the size of the Army base 
hospitals are now being organized; that 
funds for the purchase of equipment of 
16 of the 25 Army base hospitals costing 
$25,000 each have been subscribed, 
and that the purchase of the material 
for these base hospital units has been 
begun and thé equipment as purchased 
is being stored so as to be ready for 
immediate use in case of need. 

That in addition to the organization 
of base hospital units, the personnel 
gequired for two field columns for trans- 
ferring the sick and wounded from the 
transfer hospitals of- the regular Army 
medical service to the Led Cross base 
hospitals, have been selected and en- 


rolled from among the stall of two of | 
the important hospitals of the country 


and $10,000 toward the purchase of the 
equipment for one of these field ‘col- 
umns has been subseribed. 

While tbis really wonderful progress 
during the. last six months is most 
gratifying to the American Red -Cross, 
and while the Red: Cross is more than 
glad to be able to extend its heartiest 
congratulations to all its members who 
by their interest and zeal and their 
united and untiring efforts, have secured 
this progress, it firmly believes that this 
great showing and success should be 
but an added incentive to greater effort 
and greater success, if possible, in the 
future. For it should ever be remember- 
ed by every patriotic American citizen 
interested in humanity’s cause, that 
even with this great stride to the front, 
the American Red Cross is still far be- 
hind the standard set by little Japan 
which with its 40 millions of inhabitants 
has a Red Cross membership of 1,800,- 
000 with an endowment fund of $13,- 
000,000; while the United States with 
100 million people has even now a Red 


Cross membership of only about 210,- 
000, with an endowment fund of about 
$1,000,000.

| tain changes such as moving away a 
high coal shed, and tunneling under the 
hill on top of which stands Grant's 
tomb. The railroad has also agreed to 
do away with steam locomotives along 
that stretch of road and use noiseless and 
clean electric engines instead. 

A model four hundred feet long has 
been built to show how the tracks will 
be hidden from view efpersons on the 
drive. ‘In places the tracks will be roofed 
over with acres of steel and concrete 
upon which earth will be put and lawns 
and gardens laid out and trees and 
flowers planted. These alone will sur- 
pass in extent and beauty the historic 
hanging gardens of Babylon, that were 
one of the seven wonders of the world. 

New York is doing this because .she 
has learned that beauty is one of the 
greatest assets a city can have, and 
that it is worth spending 150 million dol- 
lars to make its Riverside Park Drive 
so attractive that it will be talked about 
everywhere.

Belgium Under the Heel 


While the German army was still fight- 
ing its way through Belgium in the ini- 
tial drive toward Paris, Chancellor Van 
Bethmann-Hollweg confessed that a 
temporary injustice was being done, but 
he gave assurance to the world that all 
would be made right again, once the 
Fatherland had accomplished its pur- 
pose against France, Russia and Great 
Britain. 

Two years have passed. The city of 
Brussels has just been fined by General 
Von Bissing $1,250,000 because its in- 
habitants indulged in a peaceful, pa- 
triotic demonstration on July 21. Brus- 
sels refuses flatly to pay the fine, and, un- 
less that amount in cash is contained in 
the municipal dreasury, Governor-Gen- 
eral Von Bissing may be put to much 
trduble in collecting the sum. 

It is reported from The Hague, in ad- 
dition, that the director of the Belgian 
National Bank, at Antwerp, has been 
deported because of his refusal to “loan” 
$80,000,000 to the German authorities, 
without any security. His view, appar- 
ently, is that Lhe governor-general’s prof- 
fered receipt might subsequently ~be 
characterized as “‘a scrap of paper.” 

Such tactics as these on the part of 
Belgium’s conquerors will strike neutrals 
as little better than vindictive persé- 
éution of a wronged and helpless people. 
In Germany patriotism is extolled as the 
highest of virtues. Why is it that the 
German authorities are not willing to ac- 
knowledge fairly—if not to reward—in 
Belgium certain harmless traces of the 
thing that counts most in the Father- 
land? 

General Von Bissing’s reputation as a 
great commander would be enhanced if 
he should strive to have it said later on 
that, while Belgium cannot cease to hate 
his country, neither can she deny him 
the personal qualities of genuine courage 
and magnanimity.—Philadelphia Tel- 
egraph. 


Barless Hotels in Canada ‘ 


After a few weeks those that are in the 
businees of hotel kseping will have to 
face a greatly changed situation, in- 
asmuch as the selling” of intoxicating 
beverages to guests will be absolutely 
illegal. On the average the profits 
from the sale of such drinks has beem 
from the sale of such drinks has been 
sufficiently large to enable hotel man- 
agers to keep down their prices for 
board and lodging; when liquor selling 
' is discontinued, prices will naturally be 
| increased. To this the travelling public 
' cannot reasonably object. 

All the indications go to show that the 
| great majority of hotelkeepers are 
| disposed to face the néw situation with 

courage, intelligence and good faith; 
they are expected to observe the law, 
and seem disposed to do so without 
reservation or equivocation. Their call- 
ing is an ancient, honorable, and neces- 
sary one. So long as there are travel- 
ers there must be public houses kept for 
their entertainment, and-he more: the 
relation between the proprietor and the 
traveller is reduced to one between host 
and guest, the better for both the pro- 
prietor and the community. 

It is interesting to note the definition 
of an “inn” or “‘hotel”-in the “Inn- 
keepers Act”: it is described as ‘‘a pub- 
lic house or other place of refreshment, 
the keeper of which is by law responsi- 
ble for the goods and property of his 
guests”; and every innkeeper has a lien 
on the baggage and property of his 
guests for the price of the accomodation 
furnished him. This makes him prac- 
tically a public official, and as such, his 
premises should be subject to in- 
spection and he should be granted a 
certificate if they are found to be in 
reasonably good condition. Some hotel 
managers would Ikie to have houses 
graded according to their respective con- 
ditions. 

Under the prohibitory law now com- 
ing into force the distinction suggested 
by the expression “temperance” hotel 
should be discontinued. In this matter 
all places of public enteratinment will 
be on the same footing, for none ‘will be 
able to look to any other source’ than 
legitimate hotelkeeping for an income 
from their business. 


Cost of the Danish Islands

Origin of Phosphorus 

Phosphorus, one of the most im- 
portant elements required by plants, is 
obtained from phosphate rock, which is 
mined at many places in the United 
States and in foreign countries. Florida 
supplies most of the product of the 
United States, and during recent years 
of normal production its output  ex- 
ceeded that of any foreign country. The 
normal annual output of Florida in re- 
cent years has been valued at between 


$9,000,000 and $10,000,000. 

A most interesting question is the 
mode of origin of the rock. Examination 
of samples dredged from the bottom of 
the sea, show that there are now ac- 
cumulating in the Florida Straits and 
elsewhere nodules of phosphate of lime 
which are identical in composition with 
the pure phosphate rock of commerce. 

The process of formation of these 
phosphatic nodules is not thoroughly 
understood, but is. believed to be in 
some manner connected with living 
organisma that swarm in sea water in 
countless numbers. These marine or- 
ganisms appear to have been especially 
abundant long ago when the peninsular 
of Florida was completely submerged 
beneath the sea and the waves from the 
Atlantic rolled unimpeded into the 
Gulf of Mexico, for the sands which 


were then deposited on the bottom of the | 


sea and have since been converted into 
dry land contain many nodules of 
phosphate rock that are in all respects 
similar-to those being formed today. 
These phosphatic sands contain in most 
places too little phosphate to be of com- 
mercial value, but they are believed to be 
the source from which the important 
deposits of Florida phosphate rock have 
been derived. 

During the later stages of the accum- 
ulation of these sands Florida was in- 


are now either extinet or known only in 
other continents. Among these were 
the mastodon and rhinoceros. The teeth 
of these animals, together with those of 
species of horses that have entirely dis- 
appeared, have entirely disappeared, 
have been uncovered in some of the de- 
posits. — Washington Despatch

The world has its heroes of peace as 
well as its heroes of war—men and 
women who serve in the industrial first 
line, manning the trenches in the face 
of peril, never flinching when difficult 
duty calls, performing their day’s labor 
for a day’s pay and adding their mite of 
service to the sum of human progress 
and accomplishment. And the world, 
forgetful of familiar facts, usually pays 
small heed to these servants of man- 
kind. 

All our admiration should not be ex- 
is a fighting animal, but his fighting is 
usually done with shovel and pick and 
level. For dangerous tasks give us 
courageoud men. It takes lots of man- 
liness to steer a vessel through a Lake 
Superior blizzard, drive red-hot rivets 
on the top floor of a skyscraper skeleton 
or dig a tunnel a hundred feet beneath 
the surface of Lake Erie! 


These are hazardous tasks, as fighting 
in Flanders is hazardous, and the reward 
for services well performed is some- 
times hideous death. Occasionally a 
great bridge falls, as at Quebec, carry- 
ing scores to death; sometimes a storm 
on the lakes takes a full boat crew as 
toll, and fate now and again deals a 
bolw nearer home. These men go to 
their deaths heroes, for they voluntarily 
assume tasks that court tragedy. They 
look Death squarely, steadily in the eye 
and have no idea of the meaning of 
cowardice. 


So long as society advances, so long 
as man builds great structures to fur- 
ther his health and conveniences, so long 
as human inventiveness id used to im- 
prove industry, to eradicate distance, to 
lift mankind higher and higher above 
the necessities of an arboreal ancestry, 
so long will the world require the ser- 
vices of men unafraid. And do long 
when disaster overtakes those on the 
industrial firing line, communities will 
pause in their daily task to pay homage 
pause in their daily tasks to payhomage 
to the courage of men whose lives have 
been taken.

As a primary example in point is 
the wedding ring, the first record of 
which is found in Genesis, chapter 
IV. The wedding, or gimmal, ring, 
as it was called in those times, was 
devised in two fitted sections, and at 
the marriage service was divided, one 
half for the bride, the other to the 
bridegroom. At a later period, during 
the time of the Plantagents, the di- 
vision of the ring was abolished, the 
ring which in successive periods was 
of iron, copper, glass, leather and 
adamant, gradually assuming the de- 
sign of the plain band of gold which 
we know today. 

The third finger of the left hand 
was chosen as the place for the ring, 
the reason being that it is supposed 
to contain a blood vein that connects 
with the heart. 

The origin of the wedding veil goes 
back to the day of ancient Greece and 
Rome, the women of those times 
being hidden throughout the ceremony 
under a flowing yellow drapery. Many 
authorities credit the Crusaders with 
having introduced it to Western Eu- 
rope. The first recorded instance 
of its use was at the marrisge of 
Margaret Tudor to James of Scot- 
land, and so the veil has been worn 


| by all brides: until the present day.

There is no reason to wish more for 
the Deutschland than for any other mer- 
chant ship, whatever flag it flies. No 
doubt her incoming and her outgoing 
made a rather unusual appeal as a sport- 
ing event, but when the size of the cargo 
and the number of men on board are 
considered, her voyage is not of gréat 
commercial importance and her loss, as 
regards both money values and human 
life, would be insignificant when com- 
pared with the losses caused by the ships 
of war afrer which the Deutschland is 
modeled. There is really no reason to 
become hysterical or sentimental over 
the feat or the fate of the Deutschland 
so long as we remember the Falaba, the 
Lusitania, the Arabic, the Sussex and 
hundreds of other vessels of peace tor- 
pedoed without warning. 

As the Deutschland came to us as a 
purely merchant vessel, the United 
States was bound, as a neutral nation, to 
treat her just as we would any other mer- 
chant vessel coming from any other for- 
eign port. Since she brought over 
wares from Germany that are desired in 
this country, although in sm allamount, 
she received acommercial welcome. But 
the German submarines have been the 
cause of all our controversies with Ger- 
many since the war began. They have 
been a standing offence to us and to 
civilization. Their offences are still un- 
apologized for, unatoned and uncompen- 
sated. The Deutschland, properly ad- 
mitted and treated as a vessel engaged

A Good Appointment 

Supervisor Burbank has taken over 
the department known as the Com- 
mission on Economy and Efficiency 
under a reorganization which makes 
him the head of one of the most im- 
portant departments in the state ser- 
vice. Under the law creating the new 
officials of the department two depuly 
supervisors are provided for, and Chief 
Supervisor Burbank met the require- 
ments of these two exacting positions in 
a most commendable manner by ap- 
pointing as the chief deputy, Thomas 
W. White of Newton, a former member 
of the Commission on Economy and 
Efficiency, and as the second deputy, 


Ernest H. Maling, secretary of the 
Commission practically since its in- 
ception. 


Mr. White had an excellent record as 
a member of the Commission in so far as 
he was able to work out ideas of his 
own, and in connection with the work 
of the Commission which had direct 
relation to the service that the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House is 
called upon to perform. As chairman 
of that committee for a number of years 
Mr. White gained a knowledge of state 
affairs of very great value in the more 
exacting work which now comes to him 
as chief deputy in this Department of 
Administration. Coupled with this 
knowledge, Mr. White has an acquain- 
tance with legislative matters, a head 
chock full of sound common sense, and 
a personality which makes of him a 
most efficient type for public service. 

Mr. Maling has a rare equipment for 
the more exacting duties that go with 
formulating plans of administration, 
working out ideas that will add to 
efficient conduct of state affairs, bud- 
get. making, and comprehensive in- 
vestigation gained through a training 
directly planned for just the work to 
which he is now called in a more im- 
portant place than that which he held 
as secretary to the old Commission. 
From a close acquaintance with Mr. 
Maling, the writer believes him to be 
the best informed man in the Common- 
wealth, who at the present time is 
giving study to that type of problem 
which confronts this new department 
of state service. Mr. Burbank is for- 
tunate in his choices for these two 
important places, and the state is to be 
congratulated that his wisdom has 
pointed to their selection; for they will 
not only supplement their chief in his 
plans, but they have the ability to 
plan themselves in a way to make his 
work and the work of the entire de- 
partment much more efficient.

| SCOUTS .CAMP CLOSED | 


Visitors’ Day Great Success. Swim- 
“ ming Meet in Afternoon With 
Camp Fire in the Evening. 


CAMP ANDOVER, B. S. OF A., 
MIDDLETON, MASS: — Visitor's 


Day was a hugh success at Camp |- 


Andover, Wednesday. Many friends 
and parents of the boys were present 
to see the work that the boys have 
been doing for the past six weeks. 
In the afternoon an acquatic meet was 
carried on, and much improvement was 
seen in the way the boys entered the 
water in the dives and carried them- 
selves while in the water. The stars 
in the competition were Scouts Baxter, 
Craik, Brewster, Swenson. The events 
were the 50-yard swim, which was won 
by Scout Baxter, second being Craik, 
and the third Drew. In the plunge, 
Scout Swenson captured first, while 
Bigelow and Craik were tied for second. 
In the swim on the back, Scout Baxter 
captured first, while Craik was second. 
In the dive for form, Brewster was 
first, Bigelow, second, and W. Dalton 
third. In the beginner’s race Scout 
Stone captured first, while Dodge se- 
cured second place. 


In the evening the visitors were en- 
tertained by means of a camp fire and 
the many stories of fun told around that 
fire will stay in the minds of visitors 
and boys alike for many years to come. 
If a person has not had the opportunity 
of seeing the lurid flames shooting high 
in air, while the wierd shadows played 
around the features of a band of young- 
sters, that person has surely missed 
something exceedingly worth while. 

The tent leaders spoke about what 
camp had meant to them in a convincing 
manner. The first was Camp Patrol 
Leader W. Dalton, who spoke on 
“Things I have learned while in camp.”

By means of whistle signals, each 
boy knew just where his place was in 
the line. He also spoke of learning 
the proper methods of paddling a 
canoe, of fire-fighting, both in the woods 
and in a burning building, signaling, 
and the proper respect due to the 
American flag. The most valuable 
training received in camp was learning 
how to treat another's property with 
respect and proper sanitation. The 
boys themselves were responsible for 
the fine spirit of friendship and the 
high standard was romerked on by the 
many visitors. 

Camp Patrol 
who had charge of the evening, now 
spoke on “Why I Came to Camp.” 
He spoke of never coming to a camp 
before and he wanted to share in the 
fun that he had heard went on in a 
Scout Camp. He stated that the sum- 
mer and the two weeks spent at Camp 
Andover was one of the most enjoyable 
ever spent in his life. 

Colver J. Stone represented the Local 
Council of Andover and told the boys 
that he thought Boy Scout work the 
best thing he knew of for making men 
out of them. \ He assured the boys of 
the whole hearted support of the 
Council in their endeavors for cleaner 
and better living and complimented 
the Scout Executive on having such 
a fine camp. 

Charles Dalton, the Camp Senior 
Patrol Leader, spoke of the ‘‘ Camp Disci- 
pline.””. The Method used at the camp 
was self government and the boys by 
means of court-martial handled all 
their petty cases, only the more serious 
| ones coming to headquarters. He spoke 
| of the absence of initials being carved 
jin the trees and the woodwork of the 
camp. This was something that the 
boys themselves decided on and they 
|only had one case in camp to punish. 
|The training thus received will be of 
| lasting benefit to the boys. The parks 
of this country would be greatly en- 
|hanced if the decorations carved by

The poor Italian bottle collector in

Travel Diet in Peru 


In our 1915 explorations in Peru, s.vs 
Professor Hiram Bingham in the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine, each wit 
food box provided a balanced ration for 
two men for eight days, breakfast snd 
supper being hearty, cooked meuls, sind 
luncheon light and uncooked. It was 
not intended that the men should depend 
entirely on the food boxes, but that they 
should vary their diet as much as possible 
by whatever the country affords; which 
in southern Peru frequently means po- 
tatoes, corn, mutton, eggs and bread. 
Nevertheless, each case contained sliced 
bacon, tinned corned beef, roast beef, 
chicken, crushed oats, milk, cheese, sal- 
mon, coffee, sugar, rice, army bread, 
salt, sweet chocolate, assorted 
pickles, dried fruits, and vegetables. 

The most highly appreciated article 
of food in the entire list was oatmes|, 
which, on account of being partially 
cooked, is readily prepared in an attrac- 
tive manner, even at high elevations, 
where rice cannot be properly boiled. 
At the beginning of the field season each

Poison Ivy 


They don’t pick this plant and take 
it home to cover brick walls; at least they 


| don’t do it more than once. It’s poison 


ivy, and many persons have just cause to 
remember it well. No doubt just the 
picture of ivy is enough to cause some 
folks to shudder and remember the time 
their face and body became scarlet and 
swollen from contact with the leaves. 
How it itched and burned! Yet to rub it 
was only to make matters worse. 

A curious fact is that some persons are 
immune from this poison, while others 
daren’t even breathe the pollen of the 
plant. It is often confounded with the 
Virginia creeper, although the difference 
between them is distinct. The leaves of 
the latter are divided into five leaflets, 
while those of the former have but three, 
a fact well worth remembering. 

Strange enough, the witch hazel plant 
is sometimes found growing close to the 
poison ivy. As witch hazel extract is one 
of the best remedies for ivy poisoning, it 
would seem nature was holding disease 
in one hand and a remedy on the other. 


An Important Field of Study 


The negro race has itself produced 
physicians and surgeons, but its oppor- 
tunities in this direction have been few.

College Adopts New Fair Policy 


8 Fairs Already on List 


A new departure in educational ex- 
hibit work will this fall be attempted by 
the Mass. Agr. College. The exhibit 
aims to illustrate strikingly the value of 
knowing the production of dairy cows 
and poultry, the value of keeping records 
and weeding @ut the ‘‘boarders”,  []- 
lustrating the old saw that “You can’t 
tell by the looks of a frog how far he can 
jump” will be a number of cows on 
which careful records have been kept. 
They look very much alike but some of 
them have produced 10,000 pounds of 
milk while others have yeilded less than 
5,000 pounds, with approximately the 
same outlay. A number of hens will 
also be shown, some of which have pro- 
duced over 200 eggs during the year, 
while others have not produced 10. 
| Lectures and demonstrations regarding 
these animals will be given and.a number 
of the Bxtension Staff will be present for 
personal conferences. 

The fairs which are already scheduled 
and the dates the exhibit will be shown 
are:-Barnstable Fair, Aug. 29, 30, and 
31; New England Fair, Worcester, 
| Sept. 4, 5, 6 and 7; Southern New Eng- 
jland Fair, (between New Bedford and 
Fall River), Sept. 12 and 13; Sturbridge 
Fair, Sept. 14 and 15; Topsfield, Sept. 
19 and 20; Framingham, Sept. 21 and 
22; Greenfield, Sept. 26 and 2h 
Brockton, Oct. 3, 4, 5 and 6. 

The cows to be used at each fair have 
been secured locally and the fact that 
high-producers cannot be picked by ob- 
servation only will be emphasized. 
| During the forenoon of each day all 

visitors will be invited to pass judgement 
on the animals as to their relative pro- 
| duction, and leave their estimates with 
an attendant. At one o'clock each day 
| complete records of all the cows will be 
posted and comparisons will be made. 

The milk from the cows in the M. A. 
C. tent will be handled by means of a 
very practical set of equipment such as 
could and should be used on every farm. 


| These utensils will be on exhibit during 
the day. :

The same general plan will be fol- 
lowed in connection with the poultry 
with the exception of the fact that the 
birds have been selected from the col- 
lege flock and their trap-nest. records 
have been secured. 

In addition to the above there will be 
a Farm Management exhibit based on 
figures obtained from actual successful 
and unsuccessful farms in this State. 
The exhibit will show some of the factors 
which have tended toward both profits 
and losses on these farms. An accurate 
method of determining the net income 
of the farm will be explained and a 
simple farm record book will be supplied 
to those who desire it. 


Of Interest to Rural School Teachers 
and Parents 


A recent bulletin of the Extension Ser- 
vice of the Mass. Agr. College is entitled 
“A Redirected» Rural School.” The 
main portion of the bulletin is the 
simple story by a capable teacher of a 
one-room rural school, of how she made 
over the very life of the school as well 
as brought new life into the lives of the 
pupils in the school. In an introduct- 
| ory note, Professor W. R. Hart, of the 
| college, says: “The re-directed little 
school in the country joins hands in a 
| helpful way with every family in the 

neighborhood. When the school makes 
use of the home activities, the school 
life is an enlarged home life. The ties 
that bind the home and the school are 
‘the kitchen, the garden, ‘the workroom 
and the field. The formal lessons of the 
school drawing their vitality from the 
| enterprises of the home, become. in- 
formal, but full of meaning. The Rus- 
j sellville School is an embodiment of 
these principles and ideals. The follow-
